Wisconsin Collector of 1'relilitoric Kelicti 


1'usses A-wiiy. 


Frederick S. Tevkins 
of 
Burlington, 


the famous Wisconsin archaeologist and 
collector of antiquities is dead. 
He was 


sixty-seven yews old and had spent most 
of his time" for the past forty, years or 
more in gathering relics of the 
Indian 


and •prehistoric races. 
His parents set- 


tled nt Burlington in 1S3G when he was 
only four years old and there the greater 
part of his life was spent, the lot where 
his father's pioneer cabin stood 
being 


occupied by him up to the time of his 
death. 
When lie grew to manhood he 


chose the profession of the pointer and 
aflcr'studj- in Xew York went abroad. • 


It was during a. visit to the Wyoming 


valley in Pennsylvania in 1S37 that he 
formed the collection habit, which grew 
with every subsequent year of his life. 
There, he gathered about 
thirty Indian 


hatc-hcts 
and_ other stone- implements 


and on hi; return home continued the 
scarchi for similar specimens. Ho found 
Wisconsin rich in such relics and gradu- 
ally 
extended 
his operations until he 


covered' the whole state and was known 
to almost, everybody in the country dis- 
tricts. School boys . would save 
their 


stores of flint arrow heads until he came 
again to 'buy them and he was always 
generous in his payment for them.

home of industry.

society for the nominal sum of $4,000, 
but the choicest speci menls he would not 
sell.

lection of stone implements for 
$2,200. 


By 1SSD he. had paid out over $18,000 in 
cash and had gathered over 38,000 spec- 
imens.

government to be forced from it, and 
consequently, while recognizing tha 
rights of other nations under the act, 
the government would unconditionally 
assert those of Germany.

lished in this country', and -we bavemil- 
lionsof acres of land whose adaptability, 
to the growth of the sngar beet is ques- 
tioned, the national; agricultural de- 
partment considers it ' 'important' to 
ascertninihe possibilities of snccesaful 
gtignr beet culture on. alkali soils,' inas-. 
uracb as the proximity of ' ench soils to 
beet sngnr factories may make them 
especially desirable as beetfields. As 
etated in the ninth report of experiment • 
station work, the . existence of those 
ondiitons in south' era- California, near 
he large sugar, beet factory at Chino, 
nd the'fa'ct that 'the beetfields -were 
here rapidly extended with, but little 
egard to the presence 'of alkali, with- 
out serionnly injuring the quality of 
he beet, induced the California experi- 
ment station to-'ma'ke a'stndy of the 
:ffect of diflerent kinds and amounts of 
alkali, in the soil on' the growth and 
q-jality of sugar beets.. 


The. investigation was made on a ten 


acre field located on the border of a 
.ract of-alltHli land. Th9 tract contained 
occasional' small alkali spots, which, 
lowever, did not seem to interfere with 
ts natural growth of 'wild grasses and 
sunflowers. This soil was. first planted 
to various, .grasses and legnrnea, but. as 
none of these gave promise o£ a crop 
;be greater part of the tract was again 
plowed and planted to sngar beets. 
Those cam's op quickly, though with 
a somewhat thin stand, right among 
the alkali efflorescences -and continued 
:o grow 
without let or hindrance. 


The alkali salts did not seem to'aflect 
the'beota, although'they bad proved in- 
jnrioos to the grasses and legumes. 
Different portions of the tract had dif- 
ferent amounts and- qualities of alkali 
salts, and to dednce definite conclusions 
regarding tho tolerance of the plants 
for the several mixtures of salts tha 
tract was divided into plats 50 feet 
square, which were investigated separ- 
ately. 
It is concluded from the results ob- 


tained that without question sugar 
beets of a good, quality .can be grown on 
soil containing as much as 12,000 pounds 
of alkali salts per acra to the depth of 
three feet, provided the average per- 
centage 'Of common salt is not over .04 
per cent or 1,5CO pounds per acre: 


To find out whether tha sugar beet 


can be profitably .grown on alkali land! 
it is recommended to those interested 
in such lauds to ascertain the tota! 
amount of salts in the upper three or 
fonr feet of soil. This may be accom- 
plished by taking an avera'ge sample o: 
the soil to that depth by means of a 
post hole auger and naving the amotm' 
of solubie salts contained in it deter 
miuoa.. A considerable portion of ,thi 
salts present in the. 'first three or four 
feet of the soil may.come to the surface 
under cultivation and irrigation and 
'may give tho soil. the' appearance of be 
ing too heavily impregnated -with alkal 
to grow1 beets; but, aa these experi 
ments indicate, the -feasibility of sue 
cessfally growing sugar beets depend 
on tho total amount of alkali saUs prea 
ent in this upper stratum, and soils wit] 
marked alkali efflorescences at the snr 
face may b« perfectly capable of profit 
able sngar beet culture.

Boston Globe: A young woman, pos- 


sibly from Governor Rollins's State, re- 
cently asked one of the attendants at the 
public library on Copley Square if she. 
could, get "a 'book 
which 
told 
about 


Christ and had Genesis and. Exodus in 
it." 
The atendant suggested the Bible, 


and she said: 


''•Perhaps that is the book I -want." 
This, without doirbt, is an 
extreme 


case, but in a way it is in line with' hun- 
dreds of absurd questions which are ask- 
ed the attendants at the library each day 
—Sunday included. 


An attendant must not only have 
a 


'pretty thorough knowledge of books, but 
:ilso of human nature, for among Boston's 
cultured citizens there are many who are 
not so cultured, but who flock to the li- 
brary to get. the same, partly from 
the 


attendants and partly from 
the 
books 


which are placed in their hands.' An at- 
tendant must also be a sort of mind- 
reader, and this latter quality should be 
included in the Civil Service 
examina- 


tion; it is mare important than a knowl- 
edge of Greek, for nobody but 
a. mind-

A number of farmers completed 
the 


fence, but their hard labor and money 
are worse than thrown away, as .today 
all of these hedges are dead, the cold 
weather and frosr of last winter doing 
the destructive business.

too much water. The/Denver Field an-3 
Farm in -some reasonable 'remarks on 
this subject says: The'proper quota of 
water foririigatlori^epCJidfi on climate! '- 
soil and subsoil, ns well as tbe nr.turc.of 
the.crop,'-"and varies indefinitely under ' 
diverse conditions. • As a rule; tbe best 
soils require leL^t water. Those which 
demand 'most are light sands on one 
hand and adhesive clays on the other.; 
Where the subsoil 'is open and dry, more 
water is needed than when it is moist 
and impervious. ' Wherever there :u an .' 
impervious substratum the subsoiijrc- 
cumulatea moisture, and the demand 
for water diminishes year by year; 
hence less water will be needed hero-. - 
after in new ditches than now.

These and other considerations so

bave boon a subject of investigations 
and experinieTits continned since ISS'J 
at the Hatch station of Massachusetts. 
The questions upon which it was hoped 
to find light were: 


First.—To what extent and in what 


way do the plant food requirements of 
different crops cultivated in rotation 
vary? 


Second.—'Are the so called complete 


"special", fertilizers offered upon our 
Markets rationally compounded V 


Third.—Is the practice of cur farmers 


in so frequently using phosphates alone 
wise'and calculated to insure the lar- 
gest possible crops at the least cost? 


The conclusions reached are: 
First.—It has been shown tbnt tbe 


widest .differences in plant foodjroquire- 
ments exist between crops cultivated 
upon the «mio soil. corn, clovers, rye 
and soy beans being benefited mostly ty 
potash, grass and oats by nitrogen, and 
mustard, cabbages and Swedish turnips 
by. phosphoric acid.-,

58, from which the foregoing is learned, 
Dr. Brooks urges farmers to make ex- 
periments with fertilizers with a view 
to getting light as to the requirements 
of different crops upon their own soils, 
for soils as well as crops differ in ma- 
nurial needs. Under existing conditions 
farmers are advised to purchase materi- 
als and to ui;iko their own mixtures 
rather than to parcbaso mixed or com- 
plete special fertilizers. This course is 
believed to be advisable for two reasoua 
—first, because tho "specials" are not 
proper!}-' compounded, nnd, second, be- 
cmise the needed plant food can thus be 
purchased at lower cost.

sults of his experiments, Dr. Brooks rec-

Probably the s-oil best adapted to tho

Care should be taken not to ii'rignte_tob 
much at the time of blooming and just 
after, as this is liable to interfere with 
successful fruit setting. The water may 
advantageously be qnito warm, from 75 
-degrees to 0r> degrees, and contain con- 
siderable alkali. In midsummer irriga- 
tion should! bo in the lute afternoon or 
evening, to avoid scalding.

Sow in hills four feet apart each way,

Take ont tho points of the 
shoot, when the plant makes two or 
three leaves. The encumber needs plen- 
ty of moisture and feeding. A few 
shovelfuls of rotten mnnnre in each hill 
will help to supply this. To get the best 
returns they should be constantly look- 
ed 'lifter by thinniog out the_ shoots 
where they are weak or too thick and 
stopping or'taking tho points out of tho 
strong one's to encourage bearing. The 
frnit ought to bo cut as soon as fit and 
nlso all deformed or nselcss ones, as they 
aro a drain .\rpon ' tho strength of the 
plants.
